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TIMEENOUGH SUBSTANCE TO OCCUPY MINISTERS EOR TWO DAYS. 
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OUR PREFERENCE, UNLESS THE UK AND THE OTHERS CAN MAKE A 
BETTER CASE FOR A TWO DAY DPC, IS TO SCHEDULE THE MEETING 
FOR WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 1 ITH. HOWEVER, IF THE MAJORITY OF 
DELEGATIONS CONTINUE TO FAVOR A TWO DAY DPC, WE WILL GO 
ALONG CONTINGENT UPON FORMULATION OF A PRODUCTIVE TWO DAY 
WORK PLAN AND NOT A LENGTHENING OF THE AGENDA SOLELY FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF USING TWO DAYS.
